When this firm was dissolved Kas- 
per organized the firm of Kasper & Barnes, 
with Burdette C. Barnes as the junior part- 
ner. Mr. Barnes had beeh manager for the 
old Randolph street house. Kasper & Barnes 
opened a jewelry shop in the Mevicker's 
Theater Building. This firm also did well 
at the start, but the condition of business 
was against success; and at the end of a 
year and a half they made an assignment. 
Kasper's last regular position was as sales- 
man for Hyman, Berg & Co., which he re- 
. tor two weeks during December, 


Shourds Tells of Kasper’s Life. 

“That is what I have expected for some 
time,” said C. B. Shourds, Mr. Kasper's 
former business partner, when informed of 
the tragedy.- 

“Mr. Kasper started in the jewelry busi- 
ness here, when a boy, with J. B. Chambers.“ 
said Mr. Shourds. “ That was thirteen years 
ago. Four years later he came with me and 
‘was employed as clerk, afterward becoming 
a partner under the firm name of Shourds 
& Kasper. 

There was one ting about him I never 
could understand. He would be absent from 
business three days in a week at a time. 
When he would return to the office I would 
inquire about his health, and he would an- 
swer that he was never better. These ab- 
sences were never explained. However, 
when we would send a message to his house 
he would almost invariably be found there. 

In January, 1894, Mr. Kasper left the 
firm. I suppese he saw a good opportunity 
to go into business in another venture. He 
formed the firm of Kasper & Barnes, with 
an old employé of mine, and they opened 
up in McVicker’s Theater Building in May, 
1804. This venture lasted less than a year, 
when they failed. If I remember rightly, 
their Mabilities were over $100,000, 

Just before he left me Mr. Kasper had 
a drug store at Clark and Randolph strets, 
known as the Ashland Pharmacy. He re- 
tained this interest until after he failed. 

After his failure I do not know of any 
employment Mr. Kasper had, excepting a 
holiday place at Hyman, Berg & Co.’s a 
year ago. His wife died three years ago, 
leaving him two sons.“ ‘ | 


Owned North Side Real Estate. 

Mr. Kasper was well known on the North 
Side, where he at one time had large hold- 
-ings in real estate. He formerly owned the 
row of buildings on Eugenie street, the corner 
one of whicn is occupied by Charles Koen- 
igsbergs saloon, in which Kasper himself 
was placed under arrest.

HEADS OF CORPORATION COUNSEL 
AND POLICE CHIEF DEMANDED. 


If Mayor Harrison Refuses to Dis- 
charge Charles 8. Thornton and Jo- 
seph Kipley the Chairman of the 
Senatorial Investigating Commit- 
tee Says He and His Confreres will 

‘ Investigate Corruption in Chicago’s 
Municipal Administration. 


“Unless Mayor Harrison gets rid of his 
Corporation Counsel and Chief Kipley we 
will come back here next month prepared 
to investigate thoroughly his administra- 
tion.“ 

This declaration was made by Senator O. 
F. Berry at the Great Northern Hotel last 
evening. Other members of the Berry In- 
vestigating committee indorsed it. 

“We learned a few things about civil 
service violations and crookedness in the 
Police department,“ the Senator continued, 
“that will be looked into, unless, as I said 
before, Mr. Harrison makes at least two 
official changes. If he does not remove 
Charles 8 Thornton and Chief Kipley I 
shall offer a resolution asking that this com- 
mittee be continued and given increased 
powers, as well as more time, to investigate 
every department of the Chicago city gov- 
ernment. 

“The civil service Jaw has been and is 
being violated, both in letter and spirit, and 
Mr. Thornton is responsible, more so than 
any other man, for its violation. 

“The police force, through Chief Kipley’s 
manipulations, is full of irregularities and 
corruption. He refuses to enforce certain 
rules, and the people of Chicago ought to 
know why.“ 

Senator Berry said the committee would 
ask to have its powers enlarged so that it 
could ascertain whether certain employés 
in every department, who claim to be under 
civil service, are carrying out their con- 
tracts. | 

Mr. Harrison will not be permitted to 
fool the people much longer,” the Senator 
went on, “ with his grandstand talks about 
the law being enforced. If we have a civil 
service law that is good for anything at all 
this committee feels that the citizens of 
Chicago should know it. If it is a law that 
can be made to fit such opinions as Mr. 
Thornton writes for the Board of Commis- 
sioners then it should be wiped off the books. 
Mr. Harrison can stop an investigation that 


might disclose many unpleasant things by 
-removing Mr. Thornton and Chief of Police 
Kipley and putting other men in their places.

As 
illustrating the extent of Kipley's power 
the story is told that he recently told a 
salocnkeeper he saw no objection to his 
running a private poker game, the players 
all being his regular saloon customers, and 
two days afterwards the saloonkeeper was 
called to the City Hall and told if the game 
did not cease his license would be revoked. 
Let not two blocks away in the same street 
a game has been running in the back room 
of another saloon, which is not only open to 
all comers, but which keeps a “ capper” 
out in front to solicit trade from passers-by. 


Berry Talks of Merit Board. 
Senator Berry would not make known his 
evidence nor the source from which it came 
as to the violations of civil service. He 

said: | 
“Some time ago President Lindblom sent 
me a letter, inviting us to investigate the 


board, and assuring me we would find every- 


thing strictly in accordance with the letter 
and spirit of the law. Since that time he 
has written other letters threatening to re- 
sign because the two commissioners associ- 
ated with him were flagrantly violating the 


law.“ 
The committee was in session yesterday 


and decided to prepare two bills changing 


and regulating justice shop law in Cook 
County. One seeks to establish an inter- 
mediate court, if that can be done under 
the constitution, and the other will limit 
the territorial jurisdiction of justices of 
the peace. Before agreeing upon the char- 
acter of legislation that should be attempted 
the committee conferred with Judges Neely 
and Ball of the Circuit and Superior Courts. 
It was then agreed that the passage of a 
bill establishing an intermediate municipal 
court, with three justices having full and 
‘final jurisdiction in all misdemeanor cases, 
would bring about the reforms most needed. 
If such a court can not be created it is pro- 
posed to give the justices extended authority 
over misdemeanor cases. When the pro- 
posed bills have been prepared they will be 
submitted to a caucus or conference of all 
the Cook County Judges for such alterations 
and amendments as they may see fit to make. 
If the committee is continued Senator 
Berry expects to be at the head of it. Its 
personnel, however, will have to be changed 
‘somewhat. As Senator L

TORONTO PAPER FEARS 
THE UNITED STATES 
WILL ABSORB CANADA. 


Anti-Administration PublicationWarns 
Peopie That Dominion Is Liable to 
Be Gobbled Up if Uncle Sam's Appe- 
tite for Expansion Grows Larger. 


Toronto, Ont., Dec. 29.—The Toronto 
World, which opposes the present liberal 
government at Ottawa, has a startling edi- 
torlal today under the heading Canada on 
the Brink,” in which it warns the people of 
this country that times are critical, so far as 
the maintenance of Canada as a free inde- 
pendent and integral portion of North Amer- 
ica ls concerned. 

Unless Canadians,” declares the World, 
“are fully alive to the situation and speak 
out in no uncertain way, they will find them- 
selves between a grasping annexation move- 
ment in the United States, having for its 
end the domination of the whole continent 
and a great party in England, prepared to 
make almost any sacrifices to the United 
States in consideration of some kind of sup- 
port of England in her race with Russia, 
France, and other European powers.“ 

The World then refers to the recent speech 
at Macon, Ga., of Major General James H. 
Wilson of Delaware, in which that gentle- 
man expressed the hope that he would see 
the day when our starry flag shall float 
everywhere in the frozen north to the sunny 
clime of Central America.” 

“ We believe,’’ the World proceeds, that 
these words of Mr. Wilson only show too well 
the opinion of a great number of Americans 
when once their appetite for expansion is 
aroused in the direction of the north, and if 
once they get it into their heads that they 
only have to go far enough in their great 
game of bluff, which seems to be their best 
and their strongest card in dipjomacy, will 
force Canada, willy nilly, into annexation.”

PLANS FOR NEW NAVY 


MAY BE BLOCKED BY 
LACK OF FACILITIES. 


Big Shipbuilders Intimate to Washing- 
ton Authorities They Will Be Una- 
ble to Bid on More Ships for a Year 
or Two—Crowded with Orders Now. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 29.—[Special.]—A dis- 
patch from Washington to the Globe-Demc- 
crat says: Shipbuilders have intimated to 
the Navy department that they are now 
pushed to their utmost capacity an do not 
feel able to bid on more ships for a year or 
two. 

There are now building at Newport News 
four first-class battleships and one monitor, 
and besides they have all the private work 
that can be attended to. 

At the Cramps’, in addition to the Alabama 
and Maine, are two large war vessels for 
the Russian government, besides private 
contracts for work to a large extent. 

The Union Iron works at San -Francisco 
is building also two battleships for the 
navy, neither of which, however, can be 
completed under twelve months. 

Each of the above firms Is also buliding a 
monitor, and another of the same type is 
under way at the firm of Lewis Nixon & 
Co. These vessels are the heavy ships 
which are expetced to form, with several 
now in’ commission, the backbone of the 
havy. Reinforcing them are about fifty 
smaller boats, all of which are building at the 
smaller yards. Six thirty-knot torpedo- 
boat destroyers will be ready for service 
within three months. 


ALTON 1S SAID TO BE SOLD. 


Alleged That the Road Has Been Fi- 
nally Disposed Of to a West- 
ern Syndicate.

AMBASSADOR ROMERO 
DIES AT WASHINGTON 
EARLY THIS MORNING. 


Hexican [linister Succumbs to an Op- 
eration for Appendicitis Performed 
Last Tugsday—Body Will Be Taken 
to Mexico for Burial. 


Washirgton, D. C., Dec. 30.—Ambassador 
Romero of Mexico died this (Friday) morn- 
ing at 4 o'clock, aged 62 years. The body 
will be taken to Mexico for burial. 


Matias Romero, for many years Minister 
from the republic of Mexico to the United 
States, was born at Oaxaca, Mexico, Feb. 24, 
1837. 

He entered the Mexican Foreign office in 
1853. 

In the revolution of 1857 he sided with 
the government, and after the abandon- 
ment of Mexico retired to Guadalajara, 
where Juarez appointed him to an office. 

In 1859 he was appointed secretary of the 
Mexican Legation at Washington, serving 

In 1863 he returned to Mexico and en- 
tered the army, becoming chief of staff to 
General Diaz. In the same year, however, 
he returned the United States as Minister, 
a position he held till 1868. 

In 1868 he was made Minister of Finance’ 
in the Mexican Cabinet, holding the post 
five years. , 

He was afterwards a Senator, again Min- 
ister of Finance, and Postmaster General. 

In 1884 he was again returned to Wash- 
ington, sérving his country as Minister and 
Ambassador until his death. 

An operation for appendicitis was per- 
formed upon Ambassador Romero on Tues- 
day. For twenty-four hours the physicians 
were encouraged to hope for a successful 
gesult, but the age and frail constitution of 
the patient tended to diminish the chantes 
Cor his recovery.

WITNESS A MURDER 
AT BLOOMFIELD, IND. 


Dr. E. E. Gray Stabs Mrs. Lizzie Skin- 
ner Four Times Killing Her Instantly 
—Excited Crowds Threaten to Lynch 
the Hurderer. 


Bloomfield, Ind., Dec. 29.—[Special.]—At 1 
o'clock this afternoon Dr. E. E. Gray of this 
city killed Mrs. Lizzie Skinner on the street, 
near the depot, in plain view of a large num- 
ber of people. He stabbed her four times 
with a large surgical knife, and she died in- 
stantly. He made threats this morning that 
he would kill her today. He was watching 
for her at the depot. As she was coming to 
take the train he walked up to her and with- 
out a word murdered her in cold blood. He 
immediately gave himself up after the 
killing. 

Mrs. Skinner left a former husband on ac- 
count of her infatuation for Dr. Gray, andhe 
deserted a wife and family for her.’

THEFT OF EXPRESS MONEY. 


Wells-Fargo Company Loses $60,000 at 
San Antonio, Presumably Through 
a Dishonest Employe. 


San Antonio, Tex., Dec. 29.— [Special. 
The Wells-Fargo Express company has lost 
a package containing $60,000 and the driver 
of its local money delivery wagon has been 
missing since 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon.

SCHENCK ON WAR BIRTH RATE. 


Vienna Scientist Explains the Situa- 
tion in America on the Lines 
of His New Theory. | 


{SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
‘WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
Vienna, Dec. 29.—Dr. Schenck was inter- 


viewed today respecting the remarkable 
phenomenon of the high proportion of male 
births in the United States during the last 
two months. He showed much interest in 
the facts and said: | 

“I am quite disposed to attribute the in- 
creased male births to the martial enthusi- 
asm evoked by the war, but according to 
my theory the enthusiasm must have been 
strongest on the women’s side. During the 
East African campaign, when warriors made 
prisoners of unwilling wives the ratio: of 
births was 79 boys to 408 girls. The result 
was due to the enthusiasm inspiring the men, 
while their captive wives were dejected and 
sorrowful. | 

“I think it clear that the American women 
favored the late war more strongly and more 
heartily than the American men, but this is 
not the only contributory cause to the excess 
of the male birth rate now observable. I be- 
Heve that at the outbreak of the war the 
people at large lived more copiously. This 


was particularly the case with women, who. 


took more nourishment owing to the excite- 
ment caused by the approach of war. 
„Further, I think the adoption of my sys- 
tem by American women in large number 
also serves to account for the high male 
birth rate. Nowhere outside of Austria has 
the discovery excited more interest or been 
utilized in a more practical spirit than in 
the United States. I have received numer- 
ous approving letters within the last couple 
of months which tally with the first publica- 
tion of my secret.” | 
A totally different view is taken by Pro- 
fessor Hernberg, chief of the Austrian Board 
of Statistics. He said: | 
“To think that more boys than girls are 
born after a war is absurd.“ | 
Professor von Oettingen, an eminent 
physiological authority, said hé did not doubt 
that all losses of men during wars are com- 
pensated for by subsequently increased male 
births. In Holstein for 100 girls 106. boys 
were born between 1835 and 1845. During 
and after the wars of 1846 until 1853 the 
birth rate of boys rose to 107. In Prussia tho 
excess of boys over girls was 5.63 per cent 
up to 1866, and 6.40 immediately afterward. 
In 1870 boys’ births rose suddenly from 


105.89 to 106.12 to 100 girls. In Austria after 


1866 boys’ birtha exceeded the rate for girls 
by 7 per cent, against 6 before 1866. It is 
particularly noticed that after 1886 Protest- 
ant male births increased by 1.76 per cent. 
The war was most unpopular with Catholics, 
while the Protestants favored it.

AGUINALDO’S NEW CABINET. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—[Special.]— 
Prompt steps are being takén by the adminis- 
tration to assert the supremacy of the 
United States in the Philippines. 
In order to provide abundant authority to 


dispose of both the military and civil feat- 


ures of the situation Major General Otis 
has been formally designated as Governor 
Gencral of the Philippines. | 

General Otis will be succeeded as soon as 
possible in command of the army forces by 
Major General Lawton, now in charge of the 
Fourth Army Corps at Huntsville. 

News from Iloilo is not expected at once, 
because it is four days distant from Manila 
and because the surrender of the Spanish 
forces will almost inevitably induce Otis to 
change his plans, at least to the extent of 
sending a larger force. 

It is possible a formal demand wili be 
made on Aguinaldo for the surrender of the 


city, and time will be given him to evacuate. .. 


The administration has realized all along 
that the time was soon coming when there 
would be a clash between the United States 
and the insurgents. With the treaty of peace 
signed there is no reason for délaying the 
settlement except for the influence it may 
have on the peace treaty, and it is now said 
that the belligerent attitude of Aguinaldo 
and his force will tend to hasten rather than 
retard favorable action by the Senate. 
Long before General Lawton gets to Ma- 
nila, in all probability, the status of Aguin- 
aldo and his followers will be thoroughly de- 
fined, for it is hardly deemed possible that 
General Otis, with his known promptitude 
of action, will allow matters to drag, It is 
believed he will give Aguinaldo a certain 


length of time to crawl under the canvas, 


and when that has expired, without a prac- 

tical surrender, will treat the insurgents as 

rebels, | 
America Must Control. 

There is no disposition on the part of the 
President or his Cabinet to escape any re- 
sponsibility for the situation in the Philip- 
pines. They feel that it is absolutely neces- 
sary that the ports of entry there should be

Such a commission would discover that 
the Philippine leaders have been loyal to the 
Americans. I am informed they refused to 
consider the overtures of Germany and 
France. + 

When Prince Henry visited Hongkong he 
caused the Philippine leaders there to visit 
him, and informed them that he was em- 
powered to promise the natives full recogni- 
tion of their national government if they 
would cede to Germany, as a quid pro quo, a 
small coaling station. 

France more reeently made-.similer ad- 
vances, and in each case the reply was: 
We cannot settle anything with you. The 
Americans promised us independence, and 
we wish to wait and see what the Americans 
will do for us.“

INITIA TION AS PYTHIAN DEPENDS ON 
ARCHBISHOP’S SANCTION, 


Acting Pastor of bt. Vincent de Paul's 


Church, Whe Was Bilected to Mem- 


bership in Secret Order of Knights, 
Hesitafés to, Accept Until Permis- 
sion of His Keclesiastical Superior 
Is Granted—Roman Catholics Think 
He Has Not Put Himself in Jeopardy. 


Chicago Roman Catholics are inclined to 
the opinion that the Rev. F. J. Walsh, acting 
pastor of St. Vincent De Paul's Church, 
Webster and Sheffield avenues, has not put 
in jeopardy his standing with the Roman 
Catholic Church by the fact that his name 
was accepted for membership by Prince - 
ward Lodge No. 42, Knights of Pythias, 6n 
last Tuesday night. As long as the election 
has not been formally accepted by the Rev. 
Mr. Walsh, and he has not been initiated, 
some members of the church say his position 
is not assailable. The fdct that applica- 
tion was made with his knowledge, however, 
may place the matter in a different light be- 
fore Archbishop Feehan. 


The Rev. Father Walsh expressed his 


chagrin yesterday that the news of his elec- 
tion had been made public so soon, and be- 


tore the Pythian order is taken out from

IV COURT ROOM. 


with Bribe-Giving. 


Preliminary Hearing Held and 
Prisoner Is Bound Over 
to Grand Jury. 


STRONG EVIDENCE FOUND. 


Ottawa, III., Dec. 29.—[Special.]—The cll!- 
max of the Streator boodle case was reached 
this morning when, while Mr. Haywood, 
chief counsel for the bridge company, was 
making his argument, Sheriff Coulson en- 
tered the courtroom and arrested J. H. 
Beeker, principal witness for the company, 
upon the charge of bribe-giving. 

The evidence in the case had closed with 
the testimony of J. E. Howland, late agent 
for the Bellefontaine Bridge company, who 
identified a telegram and three letters held 
by the court over night which furnished doc- 
umentary proof that State Agent Barnett 
of the Bellefontaine company had instructed 
him to stop opposition to the Lafayette com- 
pany securing the contract, as he, Barnett, 
had made a bargain with that company to 
accept $250. The introduction of these pa- 
pers was fought by the plaintiff, and their 
admission makes the case against it strong. 
The evidence in the case closed with the 
Statement by Mr. Howland that he had 
eaten supper with Mr. Beeker at the Colum- 
bla House at 8 o'clock, a matter tending to 
show that Mr. Beeker did not dine at the 
Plumb House two hours earlier, as he has 
claimed, and that he was with Mr. Howland 
on the train and bribed Alderman Dawson. 

The arguments consumed the time of the 
court from 10 o'clock until 5 this afternoon, 
when the court instructed the jury, which 


arguments the bridge company charged that 
the evidence against Mr. Beeker was ma- 
licious and in the line of persecution to gain 
an end. The defense went into all of the 
bribery charges in detail, but added 

to the facts already known. 


Arrest Causes a Sensation. 

The arrest of Mr. Beeker for bribery and 
the manner of his apprehension created a 
sensation. He was approached in the court- 
2 by the Sheriff and asked to’step into the 

There the warrant was read to him and he 
was taken duwn-stairs to the Sheriff's office. 
The complaint was signed by the State's 
Attorney, W. H. Stead, and specifically 
charged bribery, which under the statutes 
is a penitentiary offense, _ Shortly afterward 
he was taken before Jidge V. B. Weeks and 
given’a preliminary examination, at which 
the main facts in the charge against him 
were alleged. 

Judge Weeks then bound him over to the 
grand jury under $1,000 bail. He was not 
able to furnish bonds at once and was al- 
lowed until 3:30 clock to do so, being placed 
under surveillance. At that hour D. Heenan 
of Streator, Penitentiary Commisisoner un- 
der Governor Altgeld, came over by train 
and signed the bonds. 

Mr. Becker refused to say more than that 
he will have interestinig things to testify 
to when his trial comes off. Mr. Haywood, 
speaking for him, said: The arrest of Mr. 
Beeker at the time and in the courtroom 
was a cleverly planned scheme to influence 
the jury, which could not have been ignorant 
of it. All we could do to protect ourselves 
was to ask that the jury be kept together for 
the remainder of the time before the verdict 
was given. The court feadily assented to 
this, but we know that the harm has been 
done. Mr. Beeker is not guilty and we will 
prove what I say.” 


What Witnesses Will Say. 

The witnesses who will appear against 
Mr. Beeker when his case comes to trial 
are Alderman Dawson, who will.swear 
Beeker paid him $500 to vote for the bridge 
contract; Dr. Jennings, who will give evi- 
dence that Mr. Beeker offered him a bribe 
and spoke of having paid money to Alder- 
man Shay; and J. E. Rowland, who will tes- 
tify he saw Mr. Beeker pay money to Alder- 
man Dawson on the Burlington train on the 
night of Sept. 13, 1897, rode with him to the 
depot, and took supper with him at the hotel 
at 8 o'clock. ., 

It is also expected Henneberry, driver for 
John Knox, the liveryman, will be secured, 
and that he will testify he drove Mr. Beeker 
to Richards’ Station on the night in ques- 
tion. It is alleged by the adherents of the 
city the bridge people spirited Henneberry 
away. He left Streator in a mysterious 


manner last Friday night, went to Wenona, 


thence to Joliet, thence to Elgin, and has 
not since been heard of. Itis not expecteda

POSSIBLE TROUBLE AT ILOILO, 
Keen interest will be felt in the outcome 
of General Miller's expedition from Ma- 
nila to take possession of lloilo, The Span- 


‘jards’ surrender of this important seaport 


of the Island of Panay to the insurgents has 
complicated things considerably, and a dis- 
patch from General Otis shows that he is 
feeling much anxiety over the results of 
General Miller’s expedition. The Amer- 
ican commander is under orders to take the 
city, and, though he has only two regiments 
and the assistance of two-minor warships, 
he will undoubtedly try to obey orders in 
spite of the fact that the city is now held 
by the insurgents. This will be the first 
town which the Americans have taken from 


to decide the future attitude of the Fili- 
pinos definitely one way or the other. 

If any considerable number of the Philip- 
pine insurgents cherish the high-flown 
theories advocated by Agoncillo at Wash- 
ington they are likely to make trouble at 
lloilos There can be no doubt that Aguin- 
aldo’s agent, Agoncillo, is uttering his mas- 
ter's ideas when he talks about the Philip- 
pines belonging to the insurgents and not 
to the United States. Whether the Malay 
chief is foolhardy enough to carry this 
sophistry to the point of armed resistance 
of American authority or not remains to be 
seen, and the Iloilo episode will force him 
to act one way or the other. General Mil- 
ler has undoubtedly settled the matter by 
this time, though jt will be several days be- 
fore the result can reach Manila and be 
cabled to Washington. 

In any case, the insurgent flag at Lloilo 
will have to come down and give place to 
the Stars and Stripes, The fact that no 
American troops were present at the sur- 
render of the town has nothing to do with 
the case, Agoncillo’s sophistries to the con- 
trary. notwithstanding. The American 
forces have taken the whole Philippine 
group and concluded a treaty of peace with 
Spain by which the islands have all come 
under the American flag. The refusal of 
the Filipinos to stop fighting when the war 
is ended is an act of ingubordination and 
cannot be countenanced. They would have 
accomplished nothing against Spain with- 
out the presence of Dewey’s warships and 
Merritt’s and Otis’ regifients, and their 
attempt to set up a factional government 
of their own is a piece of insufferable impu- 
dence. To raise any other flag than the 
Stars and StripeS over any town in the Phil- 
ippine Islands will henceforth be an act of 
rebellion against the established power of 
the United States and will have to be dealt 
with accordingly. BS 

It will be unfortunate if Aguinaldo’s fa- 
tuity leads to any open rupture, for the 
United States has only the kindliest Inten- 
tions toward the people of its new Asiatic 
possessions.

Therefore, the Board of Local Nuprove- 
ments is asked to agree with the Real Es- 
tate board upon a limit as to the amount to 
be charged for the various kinds of street 
improvements, that the engineers’ estimates 
shall be made at the actual cost of the 
work, and that those figures shall be ad- 
hered to except in the event of an advance 
in the cost of materials or labor, 

The city authorities ought te comply with 
this reasonable request. The statement is 


in this city during the last ten years has 
been 70 million dollars. The actual cost 
of the work for which those assessments 
were levied was 42 millions, Some of the 
difference between the two Sums was re- 
turned to the property-owners in the form 
of rebates; But why should the city take 
money unnecessarily from a property-own- 
er, deprive him of the use of it for years, 
and then return it without interest?

that territory. ‘There is absolutely 
nothing to this good faith argument. 

It is not correct to say that “ the Filipinos 
were carrying 7 a reasonably successful 
war with Spain ” when Dewey reached Ma- 
nila. After he got there and destroyed the 
Spanish fleet the Spaniards were so weak- 
ened that they could make little headway 
against the insurgents, The latter did noth- 
ing to contribute to Dewey's victory, which 
left Manila at the mercy of his fleet, or to 


the subsequent capture of that city. The 


Filipinos cannot claim that the Americans 
were their allies, as the French were of the 
Americans in the revolutionary war. The 
United States forces did not go to the Phil- 
ippines to aid insurgents, but to make war 
on Spain and seize Spanish territory. 

The question whether “it is bad policy 


for the United States to institute a colonial 


government in the present case” depends 
on the question whether Americans are com- 
petent to govern a dependency like the Phil- 
ippines, Judge Tuley thinks they are not.

NO CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. | 

The special committee, representing vari- 
ous civie organizations, appointed to con- 
sider the question of holding a constitu- 
tional convention has come to an adverse 
conclusion.

A mi- 
nority report recommending the calling of a 
convention, in order that a number of 
changes providing for “ protection to labor 
interests” and the Introduction of the 
initiative and referendum might be made 
at once, was tabled. 


The special committee c.incura with the 


subcommittee In the opinion that there is 
no such demand for constitutional changes 
affecting the entire State as to warrant the 


belief that a two-thirds vote can be se- 


cured in the Legislature for a proposition 
to call a constitutional convention. There 
is a demand for changes, but they affect 
Cook County almost exclusively. Country 
members might not fee: inclined to subject 
the State to the expense and agitation at- 
tending the calling.of a convention merely 
to oblige certain persons in this county who 
are demanding constitutional legislation 
which the people of this county may not 
want. 
The committee agreed that town and 
township governments should be abolished 
in Chicago and city and county govern- 
ments unified in the city, and also that 
Justices of the Peace und police magis- 
trates should be done away with in Chicago 
and, district courts substituted. To make 
these changes will necessitate the amend- 
ment of two. articles of the constitution. 
The committee, deeming the consolidation 
amendment the more urgent one, recom- 
mended the appointment of a new commit- 
tee to draft the necessary amendment to the 
article on counties, to be presented to the 
Legislature with the request that it be 
submitted to the popular vote two years 
hence. 

This is the proper course to pursue. Then 
there will be one direct issue before the 
Legislature and the people, and they can 
discuss and vote on it intelligently. The 
claim is made that Chiengo will be better 
and more cheaply governed if municipal. 
and county governments are consolidated 
within the present or future city limits and 
the remainder of Cook County js left to 
govern itself. In that case the County 
board would cease to exist as far as the 
new county- eity of Chicago was concerned, 
and the powers it exercises now would de- 
volve on the City Council or other municipal 
authorities. 

It is alleged that the form of government 
in cities like New York and Philadelphia is 
not only simpler and more to be preferred 
theoretically, but that if adopted here the 
County Commissfoners and otber unneces- 
sary officers will be abolished. Taxpayers 
are in favor of saving money and abolishing 
offices, and if the advocates of consolidation 
can prove their assertion by incontroverti- 
ble statistics they will have popular back- 
ing. So when the committee which is to be 
appointed submits its amendment it should 
submit also a detailed report showing ex- 
actly what is to be saved by the change they 
propose making.

Sir Sandford Fleming's Plan to Girdle 
the Earth with Cables—Reveals to 
Q “Us Our Own Needs. 


The project of connecting all important 
parts of the British Empire with submarine 
cables wholly under British control has as- 
sumed a new phase. It has recently aimed 
chiefily at the laying of a British cable across 
the Pacific. Now Sir Sandford Fleming, a 
particularly practical and energetic man, who 
has been the leader in the Pacific cable move- 
ment, has broached a materia] expansion 
of the seheme and has enlistedin it the inter- 
est of Mr. Chamberlain. The plan is to con- 
nect all parts of the empire with cables 
landing solely on British ground, and owned 
and operated not by private companies but 
by the imperial government itself. 

Sir Sandford argues strongly in favor of 
the latter feature, using the land telegra 

of the United Kingdom as an example. The 
latter are owned and operated by the gov- 
ernment; why should not the cables be? 
The acquirement of the telegraphs by the 
government has been profitable to the gov- 
ernment and has resulted in a great reduc- 
tion of rates and improvement of service, 
and consequently in a much greater use of 
the system by the public. Thus, the year 
before the government took possession of 
the lines less than 7,000,000 messages were 
transmitted. Within a year after its acquisi- 
tion of them the patronage increased fully 
50 per cent, and in the tenth year thereafter 
no less than 29,000,000 messages were car- 
ried and the surplus of revenue over ex- 


penditure was more than $1,720,000. Similar 


results, he believes, would follow govern- 
mental acquisition of the cable systems. 
Of course, the taking over of telegraph ‘ines 
in this country would be a considerable 
novelty and would be strenuously objected to 
by many on various grounds, including even 
the idea that it would be soclalistiec.“ The 
most judicious would regard it, however, 
as merely involving a question of economic 
expediency. 80 far as propriety goes, it 
seems to be no less within the sphere of gov- 
ernment to transmit telegraphic than to 
carry written messages. 

That, however, is not the most important 
The essential thing 
is that there shall be a purely British net- 
work of cables connecting all British colo- 
nies, ‘possessions, and coaling stations. Sir 
Sandford Fleming would divide it into three 
general systeme—one in the Atlantic, one 
in the Indian, and one in the Pacific Ocean. 
The first, which is @lready largely in ex- 
istence, would connect Great Britain with 
Newfoundland and Canada, Bermuda, the 
Bahamas, Jamaica and the Lesser Antilles. 
British Honduras, British Guiana, all the 
settlements on the west coast of Africa down 
to Cape Town, and even the Islands of As- 
cension, St. Helena, Tristan da Cunha. and 
the Falklands, though the last two might be 
omitted. The Indian Ocean system would 
take in all the east coast of Africa from 
Aden to Cape Town, Socotra, Seychelles, and 
Mauritius, the coasts of India, Ceylon, the 
Straits, Cocos Island, and the west coast of 
Australia. And the Pacific system would in- 
clude Australia, Tasmania, New Zealand, 
Hongkong, Borneo, Fiji, New Guinea, Fan- 
ning Island, and the west coast of Canada. 
Moreover, all these would be doubly con- 
nected, for Canada would join the Atlantic 
and Pacific systems, Cape Town would join 
the Atlantic and Indian, and Australia and 
the Straits would join the Indian and Pacific, 
so that if any line were broken at any point 
all places on it could still be regehed simply 
by telegraphing the other way around the 
world. Many of the lines required are al- 
ready in existence. Sir Sandford estimates 
that to compleje the systems 23,000 knots 
more will be needed, at a cost of from 
$25,000,000 to $30,000,000. The laying of the 
Pacific cable is, he says, the first step to be 


taken, and he is sire that if laid by the 


government it will be a paying enterprise 
from the outset. 

Now, the United States is not in need of so 
vast a system of cables. But it does need, 
just as imperatively as Great Britain, a 
system connecting all its possessions. Its 
first need, which is urgent beyond all power 
of exaggeration, is a cable across the Pacific 
Ocean. And it Is to be observed that it can 
lay such a cable far more easily than Great 
Britain can. It has the Inestimable ad- 
vantage of Hawaii for a central station, only 
2,000 miles out, while Great Britain's best 
station 1s Fanning Island, 3,300 miles out. 
Moreover, a line from San Francisco to 
Honolulu could easily ayoid the Tuscarora 
or Wyman Deep, and ene from Honolulu 


Belknap and Ammen Deeps, and from Wake 
to Guam there would be only the compara- 
tively minor Challenger Deep to cross, and, 
finally, from Guam to the Philippines there 
would be no deeps at all. But to get from 
Victoria to Fanning Island it would be neces- 
sary to cross Tuscarora, Wyman and 
Belknap Deeps, and between Fanning and 
Fiji lies Miller Deep. We do not mean to 
intimate that these deeps are insuperable or 
even serious obstacles to cable-laying. But 
beyond doubt it is easter to lay and to main- 
tain a cable in shallow water than in deep 
water. 

If ‘Great Britain can construct such a sys- 
tem as that proposed by Sir Sandford Flem- 
ing, as she will probably do within the next 
few years, the United States certainly ought 
to be able to lay a cable from California 
to the Philippines by way of Honolulu, Wake, 

Guam. Such a cable would be of in- 
calculable valuein time of war. But it would 
not be useless in time of peace. On the con- 
trary, it would do more to promote American 
commerce in the Pacific Ocean with China, 
Japan, and all the other countries in that 
part of the world than any other one thing 
that could be devised.—_New York Tribune. 


Senate Must Accept the Treaty. 

Whether a civil form of government shall 
be established by the Cubans and the Fili- 
pinos under an American protectorate need 
not be discussed now. Sufficient unto the 
day is the evil thereof.“ After peace is 
fully established and the insurgent forces 
disbanded in Cuba and the Philippines, the 
United States can begin to get an idea of 
what should be done. They can then decide 
whether or not the Cubans and the Fil- 
pinos shall be granted self-government un- 
der the protection of the United @tates, or 
whether they shall be governed as colonies 
of this country. 

To be entirely frank, we haven't the re- 
motest idea that the Cubans or Filipinos 
are capable of self-government; we know 
they are not wise enough or powerful 
enough to stand alone as republics. Never- 
theless, they should be given an opportu- 
nity to govern themselves under our guid- 
ance, and when they fail—as they are 
bound to—the strong hand of Uncle Sam 
should be clese enough to be laid u them 
for all time. We do not take t Porto 
Ricans into consideration, for even the most 
ardent anti-expansionist feels that Porto 
Rico is now an American island, The in- 
habitants of the island appear to favor 
American control, and in the end they will 
be governed as a territory or colony. 

Democrats in the Senate may depend upon 
it they will do the wise-thing to accept 
the treaty without unnecessary delay, even 
if it be decided to oppose expansion later 
on.

Woodward dined with Mr. Peck at the lat- 
ter's residence, and remained in consulta- . 
tion with him during the evening. 

This evening a supper will be given for the 
Assistant Commissioner General by the 
other members of the staff at the Auditori- 
um. About twenty-five members of the 
commission staff are expected to be present. 
It will be of an entirely informal character, 
more in the nature of a conference than a 
social function. : 

The heads of departments will meet with 
Mr. Peck this morning and take up the husi- 
ness which brought them together, that of 
deciding upon designs for the several build- 
ings to be erected at Paris by the commis- 
sion, and to arrange as far as possible the 
details of the future work of the depart- 
ments. 

The designs which M. Goustieux, the chief 
architect of the commission, has prepared 
for the national government building, are 
said to have been favorably received by 
Commissioner General Peck, but they are 
to be considered along with other designs ~ 
submitted by American architects ~~ 

Plan of American Building. 

The plan contemplates the construction of 
a building 82 feet in frontage and with a 
depth of 94 feet, surmounted by a dome the 
top of which shall be 180 feet above the 
ground. At its apex will be the figureofa . 
great eagle with outstretched wings. The 
entrance will be a triumphal arch, just over 
which will be the national coat of arms. 
Above this is a quadriga representing Lib- 
erty in the chariot of progress. The figures 
in the design are of a spirited character. 
High on the walls and running about the four 
sides are figures representing the forty-five 
States of the union. On the dome will bean 
artistic arrangement of stars, also symbol- 
ical of the forty-five States, These stars 
will be lighted at night and shown in the 
national colors—red, white, and blue. The 
exterior view is rich and showy, and is 
worked out with a fine eye to proportions 
and artistic effect. Just in front of the en- 
trance arch is a statue of Washinigton of 
heroic size. 

On the first floor of the Interior is to be a 
public comfort room, a bureau of informa- 
tion, and a library. The center will be re- 
served for a great hall, and it is one of Mr. 
Peck's plans to have there a representation 
of the halls of Congress at Washington. In 
addition to elevator service there are to be 
two grand stairways. On the second floor 
will be provided rooms for each of the States.

Agri- 
cultural implements will also have their 
full proportion of space, and a small space 
will be devoted to Illustrations of the ex- 
periment station work and agricultural 
practice. 
The fruits of the United States will 
displayed in the horticultural building on 
the Seine, “and the United States Weather 
bureau will illustrate practical meteorology 
and protection to commerce in another small 
space. > 
The exhibit of the raw products of agri- 
culture and food products will be made in 
four grand divisions. ‘The first—animal 
products—will be divided into four sections, 
as follows: First, meat products; second, 
fish products; third, dairy products; fourth, 
insect products, such as honey, silk, ete. 
The second grand division will iNustrate 
food substances of vegetable origin, includ- 
ing the cereals and cereal products, roots, 


‘tubers, etc.; the third will be made up of 


commercial products and foods, such as 
cotton, flax, hemp, wool, tobacco, etc. The 
same idea will also be carried out in the 
horticultural space, the object being to 
give Europeans opportunity to test our 
fruits, quantities of which will be kept in 
cold storage for this purpose.“

VETERANS oF CIVIL WAR TAKE POS- 
SESSION OF MEMORIAL QUARTERS. 


Formal Ceremonies Conducted in the 

N New Rooms in the Public Library 
Building—Addresses by Ex-Judge 
Kirk Hawes, General John C. Black, 
Mayor Harrison, and Colonel James 

A. Sexton—Governor Tanner Is Ab- 
sent on Account of Illness, 


Grand Army veterans formally took pos- 
session and dedicated the new Memorial 
Hall in the Public Library Building yester- 
day afternoon, It was a peaceful army of 
occupation, and the new home of the Grand 
Army of the Republic was dedicated with 
the simple ceremonies of the order. 

The most characteristic bit of the entire 
ceremony, and the one which aroused the 
greatest enthusiasm, was when National 
Commander James A. Sexton walked to the 
front of the platform and said: Com- 
radés, this is our.“ That told the whole 
story, and in a way the old soldiers appre- 
clated. 

The programs bore at the top of the front 
page a Latin motto meaning. If you seek 
a monument, look about vou.“ The audi- 
ence was distinctly a veteran one. There 
were few men whose hair did not bear a 
touch of silver; and whose lapels were not 
ornamented with the button, the symbol of 
the G. A. R. To an outsider the motto on 
the program had a double meaning. The 
Memorial Hall is a monument to the patri- 


ors of the civil war. Looking around, it 
seemed as if the assemblage of white-haired 
veterans was even a better memorial to the 
patriotism and devotion of Illinois than the 
hall itself. 

The dedicatory ceremonies began at 2 
o’clock, and the only mark of pomp was the 
guarding of the doors by the nattily uni- 
formed Sons of Veterans. There were few 
men or women in the audience who did not 
wear some sort of patriotic decoration— 
the former generally the G. A. R. buttons 
and badges and the latter Woman’s Relief 
Corps badges. 
Scenes in the Hall. 
decorations of the hall were two 
the speakers’ stand, 


The only 


unnecessary draperies. The speakers’ stand 
was tastefully wreathed in holly and laurel, 
with the festoons looped with flags. 

The old soldiers, with their wives and 
daughters, began to assemble early. Many 
of them had come to look at the hall even 
in the forenoon. They wandered through 
the big hall, peered into the ante-rooms, and 
then went into the room bearing the legend 
on the door, Headquarters of the Depart- 
ment of Illinois, Grand Army of the Re- 
public.“ and there felt perfectly at home. 
For there they found Colonel Sexton, whom 
every old soldier in Illinois knows; General 
John C. Black, Department Commander; 
Colonel H. S. Dietrich, a Past Commander; 
and hosts of those known in Grand Army 
circles as the boys.“ 

At 2 o'clock, after the visiting had been 
partly finished and everybody had had a 
chance to admire the hall, General New- 
berry introduced ex-Judge Kirk Hawes as 
chairman of the meeting. The band played 
a lively march, to which all the old soldiers 
unconsciously beat time with their feet, and 
the dedication ceremonies had begun. 

After the opening prayer by the Rev. Dr. 
H. W. Thomas and the playing of patriotic 
music by the orchestra, Chairman Hawes 
told the history of the movement which re- 
sulted in the building of the Memorial Hall 
and the purposes for which it was built. 


Speeches Arouse Enthusiasm. 

General John C. Black, Commander of the 
Department of Illinois, G. A. R., delivered 
the dedicatory address. He eloquently out- 
lined the success of the nation in its wars 
and aroused his comrades’ enthusiasm by 
speaking of the war of 1898, “‘ when the roar 
of the American guns around the world was 
followed by the proposal for universal! peace 
from the Czar." 

Governor Tanner was too ill to be present 
to deliver an address in behalf of the State, 
but Mayor Harrison was on hand to speak 
for Chicago, and he read his address with 
an apology for so doing, which was one of 
the hits of the afternoon. He said he would 
be forced to read what he wished to say 
‘because, he had been so busy for the last 
two weeks preparing for Santa Claus and 
Christmas and in trying to prevent Santa 
Claus from being too generous to some of 
Chicago’s citizens that he had no time to 
prepare an elaborate speech. He electrified 
his audience when he said envious nations 
might speak of us asa nation of shopkeepers 
and tradesmen, but we had shown we knew 
os to protect our goods and extend our 
rade.

MEETING TO HELP THE NEGRO. 


Washington to Solve Southern 
Race Question. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 29.— The first an- 
nual meeting of the Afro-American Council 
opened in thiscity today. Bishop Alexander 
Walters of New Jersey presided. 

The council grew out of the meeting of 
colored men at Rochester on Sept. 15, and 
was called in the interest of the ameliora- 
tion of the condition of the Afro-American 
race. 

The Rev. I. L. Thomas delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome, to which the Rev. J. M. 
Henderson of New York responded. Bishop 
Walters delivered an address, in which he 
reviewed the condition of the negroes from 
the time of the revolution down to today. . 

The South, he said, must treat the negro 
as it would have the negro treat the South. 

Bishop Walters said he could not under- 
stand the motives of those members of the 
race who counsel inaction. With the Presi- 
dent silent in his message upon the riots at 
Wilmington the time had come for the col- 
ored man to act; to act with firmness, calm- 
ness, and after due deliberation.

FORMER PRESIDENT OF BOARD OF 
EDUCATION COMMENDS IT. 


D. R. Cameron Saye the Measure Pro- 
vides for Many Changes Which He 
Has Been Advocating for Years—Fa- 

vors a Decrease in Number of Trust- 
ees, Longer Term and More Power 
for the Superintendent, and Em- 
ployment of a Business Manager. 


Members of the Board of Education yester-. 


day read the terms of the proposed new ed- 
ucational bill with considerable interest. 


The bill meets with general approval from 


those who are experienced in schoo! affairs, 
The Educational Commission having the 
bill in charge will meet this afternoon at the 
Chicago club to consider some minor 
changes. The proposition to cut down the 
members of the board to eleven is radical 
and sweeping, and it is thought if any pro- 
nounced opposition toward the measure de- 
velops it will be on this point. 

D. R. Cameron, formerly President of the 


board, said yesterday that the essentials 


of the bill were all that could be asked for, 


and that the reforms contemplated should 
have been put into execution years ago. 

1 have been advocating most of the 
changes recommended for years, said Mr. 
Cameron, and I hope the time has come 
when they can be put into effect. I have 
always held that twenty-one members form 
too large a body. It is a good thing to cut 
down the number to eleven, and in my opin- 
ion it would be better to have only seven. 
Twenty-one makes a heavy and unwieldy 
body. What is necessary now is a compact, 
earnest, thoughtful board which will be 
able to devote {tself to the highest demands 
of the public schools. 


Six Years for Superintendent. | 

It is proper that the superintendent 
should be elected for six years. There is no 
inducement for a superintendent to at- 
tempt any great improvement in school 


work if he is liable to be ousted from office 


any year. The superintendent must be 


elected for a term of sufficient length to 
I am in 


give him confidence in himself. 
favor of his being allowed a seat in the 


board and a voice in debate. He should be 


given the opportunity at all times to ad- 
dress the board, as he is the one man in- 
timately acquainted with all the workings 
of the school system. 

The appointment and removal of teach- 
ers should be cheerfully commtzted to the 
Superintendent of Schools and his as- 
sistants. 
as to the merits of a teacher than these of- 
ficers? Therefore I am heartily im favor 
of enlarging the powers of the superin- 
tendent. 

„% mne of the most valuable features of 
the bill is the proposed new office of busi- 
ness manager.’ I believe if the proper man 
is given charge of the finances of the board 
and if ite affairs are conducted in the man- 
ner in which private business is carried 
on, the business manager can save enough 
money every year to build three school 


houses and maybe purchase the property 


besides. Im the present system there is 


too much conflict of semi-responsibility, and 


it is almost impossible te fasten acccountea- 
bility on any one man or set of men. If 
the bill becomes a law the business man- 
ager will purchase all supplies, fix the sala- 
ries of the janitors, engineers, and perform 
all the executive duties connected with the 
office. He can let contracts under $200 and, 
most important of all, he will be the agent 
of the board in securing suftable real es- 
tate for the erection of new schools. Under 
the present system every member of the 
board is pestered by friends who hive real 
estate to sell. If we get the business mana- 
ger he can quietly get an option on cer- 
taim pieces of property when we decide to 
put up a school. This will stop specula- 
tion and forced values and thousands of 
dollars will be saved. 


Power to Purchase Property. 
„ hope that portion of the bill giving the 
poard power to purchase property without 
going to the City Council will be retained. 
(he City Council and the Board of Educa- 
tion have little in common and it simply com- 
@mlicates the situation to be compelled to go 
o the Council every time the board desires 
purchase real estate. I do not believe there 
Will be many opponents to the terms of this 
bin. Should it become a law the position of 
school trustee will become one of real digni- 
ty. The petty things which now come up to 
annoy the trustees will be done away with 
and they can devote themselves to the real 
Auties of their office and build up our school 
eystem until it is the best in the world.” 


PARENTAL SCHOOL BILL READY 


Board of Education Frames a New Tru- 


ant Measure Which Will Be Pre- 
sented at Springfield. 


The ental school bill, which is to deal 
with boys who habitually play 
““hookey,” has been framed by a special 
committee of the Board of Education— 
Trustees Meier, , Sexton, Strong, and 
Mrs. O’ Keeffe. The proposed measure meets 
with the approval of the Civic federation and 
the Woman's club. It is now ready for 
presentation to the State Legislature for 
passage when it meets next week. 

The proposed new truant law is called 
„An act for the education of children and 
to enable boards of education in cities hav- 
ing a population of over 25,000 inhabitants 
to establish and maintain parental schools. 
The bill provides that it shall be optional 
with cities of a population up to 100,000 as 
to the establishment of these schools, but 
after that mark is mati their establish- 
ment shall be compuisory. 

Under the conditions of the bill, every 
child, not physically disabled, must attend 
school for at least twénty-six weeks of the 
year, sixteen weeks of the number to be con- 
secutive. The schools to be established will 
provide a place for the instruction, discip- 
line, and confinement of children of school 
age who may be found guilty of habitual 
truancy and of persistent violation of the 
rules of the public schools. However, no 
child who has been convicted of a penal of- 
fense shall be entitled to attend a truant 
school. | 

An interesting provision of the measure 
is the method proposed to secure the sending 
of offending children to the parental schools. 
The process will be similar to that used in 
other proceedings at law. All truant offi- 
cers or other agents, or attorneys of the 
Board of Education, or reputable citizens, 
may petition the County Court to inquire 
into the case of any child that has been 
guilty of habitual truancy or breaking of 

The petition 


must give the names of parents or guar- 
dians, where known, and also whether they 
consent to the commitment of the child. 

Upon the filing of a petition the County 
Court will issue a writ to the Sheriff sum- 
moning the child before the court for a 
hearing. Upon conviction the child will be 
committed to the parental school, to be con- 
fined for the number of weeks that he has 
failed to attend school. An order will then 
be issued and a truant officer authorized to 
convey the young culprit to the truant 
school. 

When a child’s parents or guardians are 
known they will be notified and expected to 
furnish suitable clothing. When the child 
is friendless wearing apparel which has 
been donated to the school by charitable 
persons will be furnished. 

Every child sent to the school must re- 
main four weeks, and when paroled a 
monthly report will be required in order to 
show the regular school has been attended 
without unnecessary absence. Upon a sec- 
ond commitment to the parental school a 
child will have to remain two months, and 
upon a third commitment he must remain 
for the full term of the regular schools. 

The non-attendance of school during any 
school year will constitute a new and sep- 
arate offense, and the discharge from one 
commitment will not operate as a defense 
to a subsequent commitment.

INSURANCE AFPAIRS. 


As a result of the two elevator fires reported 
terday at Minneapolis insurance companies fig- 
uring out just how heavily they have lost on this 
class of business during the year. The largest ele- 
vator fire of the year was that of Armour Eleva- 
tor D,“ destroyed m May, entailing a loss of 
$1,000,000. A recent estimate shows that over 
$4,000,000 has been lost by the destruction of grain 
elevators by fire in Chicago since 1890, and that 
more than 50 per cent of this was insured. The 
following table shows the losses in Chicago since 
1890, the figures being approximations:

The figure for 1806 in this table is the loss in the 

fire of the Chicago and Pacific elevators on Goose 
Island, which was the largest elevator fire Chicago 
ever had. The next largest single elevator fire 
which occurred outside of Chicago was in Buffalo 
in 1803, where the Coatsworth elevator was de- 
stroyed with 20,000 bushels of wheat, involving a 
loss of $1,000,000. Minneapolis suffered an eleva- 
tor loss in 1896 which cost the insurance companies 
about $900,000. St. Louis has had two losses of 
$600,000 and $700,000 respectively. A recent com- 
pilation of elevator losses in Toledo shows a total 
of $1,756,500 since 1867, over $1,000,000 of this 
having occurred since 1893. Stockton, Cal., had a 
heavy loss just before the St. Louis fire for which 
the companies had to pay $600,000. In 1897 114 
grain elevators were burned, and in the last twen- 
ty-three years, to 1897 the total reached 1,629 in 
the eniire country. The following table shows 
losses in the cities where the largest elevator fires 
have occurred since 1890:

Henry McGurren and Assessor Harkins of 
the water office had a personal encounter 
yesterday afternoon over a $1 water bill

In his water bill was 
a charge for the stable, and McGurren came 
to the City Hall to have this charge stricken 
off; on the ground the stable was not used. 

He hunted up Assessor Harkins with his 
complaint and the latter told him the change 
could not be made as, although there might 
not be any horse in the stable now, that was 
no sign there would not be in the future, and 
his course was to wait to the end of the

But this did not agree with McGurren’s | 
views as to the proper course, and he first | 
intimated Assessor Harkins was a fool. 
This not having the desired result, he hit 
Harkins squarely in the nose. He followed . 
this up with a vigorous assault and for a 
moment had much the better of it. 

Then Assessor Harkins knocked MeGurren 
down and then dragged him out and de- 
posited him outside of his office door. When 
MeGurren came to he went to Commissioner 
McGann with his complaint, with the result. 
the assessor was suspended until the affair 
could be looked into.

War Investigating Commission Makes 

' Public Statements of Commanders 
Who Tell of the Badness of Meat 
Furnished to Their Men in Field. 


vestigating commission held only a short 
session today, devoted to executive business. 
There were no witnesses ready for examina- 
tion. The Swift Packing company of Chi- 
cago, which protested against the state- 
ments in General Miles’ testimony deroga- 
tory to their canned fresh beef furnished his 
expeditions, has notified the commission of 
its inability to be on hand on Jan. 4, as ex- 
pected, and Jan. 9 has been set as the date 
for the appearance of its representatives. 
So far no final action has been taken on the 
insistence of Commissary General Eagan 
that he be recalled to testify in answer to 
General Miles’ charges, and no decision has 
been reached ag to recalling Generals Shafter 
or Miles. 

The commission today made public a 
synopsis of the reports of officers to General 
Miles Oft the results obtained from the use 
of canned fresh beef, roast beef in cam- 
paigns in Cuba and Porto Rico.“ These re- 
ports were submitted by General Miles when 
he gave his testimony last week, and were 
presented in substantiation of his gigorous 
denunciation of the canned beef. General 
Miles stated at the time he had started an 
investigation of the matter of the canned 
beef supplies and the reports submitted fol- 
low his official inquiry along this line. The 
statement given out includes a statement 
from Major John D. Black, Chief Commis- 
sary Sergeant United States Volunteers, and 
Commissary at headquarters of the army in 
the field during the Porto Rico expedition, 
dated Dec. 19, on the canned fresh roast 
beef received, issued, and transferred by 
him. It shows the totals received from all 
sources were 12,604 one-pound cans, 86,292 
two-pound cans, and 2,220 six-pound cans. 
Totals issued and transferred follow: One- 
pound cans issued, 144; one-pound cans 
transferred, 12,460; two-pound cans issued, 
42,168; two-pound cans transferred, 44,124; 
six-pound cans issued, none; six-pound cans 
transferred, 2,220.

A. M. PENCE ON TORRENS LAW. 


Writes Judge eely His Reasons for 
- Believing It Will Be a Dead 
Letter. 


A. M. Pence has written a letter to Judge 
Charles G. Neely of the Circuit Court, in 
which he sets forth at length his reasons for 
believing that the Torrens land title system 
will prove a dead letter in Cook County. 
The reasons are stated in answering the 
question: How many employés will it re- 
quire to attend to the probable business of 
the registrar under the Torrens law?“ He 
thinks two examiners will be ample at first

As a temporary measure this may have some 


justification, and statements from Cuban

The process, 
however, is entirely artificial, and whatever 
is done in this direction today must be un- 
done some other day. The practical ques- 
tion would seem to be how to disinflate these 
two coins with the least possible disturb- 
ance to mortgages, contracts, notes, and 
all classes of existing agreements to pay 
money. 


Matters Will Adjust Themselves. 

„Current matters will adjust and take care 
of themselves. It.is generally known that all 
transactions in Cuba since the close of the 
war have been made with the belief that the 
United States would not continue the royal 
decree of Spain and that the inflations would 
aa with the disappearance of Spanish 
rule. 

“It is not probable that this adjustment 
can be accomplished without hardship to 
some debtors and a slight financial disturb- 
ance. It is not, however, apprehended that 
the trouble will be as great as some have 
anticipated. In Santiago the first step to 
absolutely sound finance has been taken and 
6 per cent of the inflation squeezed out. The 
business interests in that part of the island 
are opposed to a continuation of the 10 per 
cent inflation, and merely ask that the sey- 
eral gold coins in circulation shall be left at 
their face value. As one of the evils arising 
from disinflat ion, certain petitioners put for- 
ward the fact that it will mean an increase 
of from 4 to 10 per cent in the wages of labor, 
which Cuban industries cannot afford. Such 
a result, if true, cannot be regarded as an 
evil, but, on the contrary, a benefit to the 
poorer classes, whose condition in Cuba is 
deplorabie beyond description. In the iron 
mines at Santiago the large American en- 
terprises have already adjusted themselves

Outlook Brighter in Cuba. 

“Your commissioner, when in the mining 
districts of this province, heard no com- 
plaints either from the proprietors or the 
laborers. Stress is laid upon the loss to the 
debtor who has borrowed on a fictitious value 
and must pay the premium, and the unfortu- 
nate Cuban sugar planter is especially sin- 
gled out for sympathy. That the planter 
will suffer cannot be.denied, but the advent 
of the United States into Cuba will lighten 
so many of his burdens that his condition is 
not without hope. All the customs duties 
on his imported food supplies have been re- 
duced and many important commodities put 
upon the free list. His sugar machinery has 
been reduced to 10 per cent ad valorem, his 
locomotives and railroad supplies to 20 per 
cent, and all along the line the taxes have 
been cut down. It is not probable that his 
land taxes will be collected during the pres- 
ent fiscal year, while the return of peace 
establishment of law and order, and protee- 
tion of-property will immeasurably improve 
his lot. If, therefore, the sugar planter of 
Cuba will gauge his present outlook by a 
glance backward and compare it with his 
condition last year at this time, he may 
face the new year with less gloomy premo- 
nitions as to his future than some of the 
testimony taken by your commissioner on 
the effects of disinflation would indicate.”

Declare » However, It Will Not Be an

Chestnut coal will be advanced 25 cents 
a ton on Jan. 1. Chestnut is now listed at 
$4.75 a ton, but for several months it has 
been sagging below the circular price, which 
local dealers will try to stiffen. 

“It is not really an advance that is con- 
templated,” said F. B. Peabody, President 
of the Peabody Coal company. “ There is 
a scarcity of chestnut at present and we 
will try and bring coal up to the circular 
price and keep it there. It has been selling 
under the list price for some time.”
